Misc./76564.—In exercise ofthe powers conferred by Section 33 of the Indian Medical 
Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956), the Medical Council of India with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby 
makes the following regulations to further amend the “Minimum Requirements for 50 MBBS Admissions Annually 
Regulations, 1999" namely:— 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the “Minimum Requirements for 50 MBBS Admissions Annually Regulations 

(Amendment), 2010”. 

(ii) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Minimum Requirements for 50 MBBS Admissions Annually Regulations, 1999, the following additions/modifications/ 
deletions/substitutions, shall be as indicated therein :— 

3. In Schedule-1, Clause B. 6 under the heading ‘CENTRAL HOSPITAL PHARMACY’, the following 
shall be added : — 

“1. Space Requirement— 

Dispensary: 2000 Sq. ft. (It should include all areas of dispensing services available in wards and OPDs, patient 
counseling, Inventory, staff and all stores). 

Drug and poison information services : They are being provided by the Pharmacology Department as a part of 
MBBS curriculum and should be continued as such. 

2. Staff requirement— 

As per existing Regulations of Minimum Standard Requirements for the Medical College for 50 Admissions 
Annually Regulations, 1999 under point number B6 “Central Hospital Pharmacy”—the Incharge of Central Hospital 
Pharmacy should be a qualified pharmacist. He should be preferably B. Pharma from a recognized university/D.Pharma from 
a recognized body. He/she may be Head of the Central Hospital Pharmacy and should work under the supervision of 
Medical Superintendent. 

Other staff certified by statutory authorities should be available to dispense the drugs.
